It is reported 
that Baron Von Haymerle will proceed 
to London. - 

St. Petersburg, Sept. 8. — A new 
issue of the Nihilist Will of the Teople 
has been put into circulation here. It 
bears tho date of St. Petersburg. 

Tho difference between Russia and 
China has been finally arranged and the 
new treaty will bo signed at Pekin. 

Liverpool- Sept. 8. — The British 
steamer Toronto from Montreal, Aug. 
25th, for this port has been in collision 
with tho steamer Arlutus of Dublin. 
Tho latter has been boached at New 
Brighton. Tho extent of the damage 
to tho Toronto is not known. 

Lisbon, Sept. S. — A steamer from 
Loanda brings tho following news: The 
Portugese steamer belonging to the 
recently established Loanza company 
had steamed, up tho. Congo to Noki, 
two hours' sail from Bibi, tho head- 
quarters of Henry M. Stanley's expe- 
dition. Stanley told the captain of tho 
steamer that his object was not com- 
merce but to open the path for further 
trade. 

Paris, Sept. 8. — -The Tempi says: — 
Sixty religious congregations have 
signed a letter which is proposed as a 
substitute for the demand for authori- 
zation, but so far only two congrega 
tions of males, namely: The Oblates 
and Tmppists. 

A treaty annexing Tahiti to Franco 
wa&gjigned last June. 

JdndoN) Sept. 9. — A correspondent 
of t^e Edinburgh Scotsman says that 
controversies between England and 
France respecting French encroach- 
ments on the west coast of Africa aro 
complicated by some' high handed pro- 
ceedings of tho French commandant on 
the Mellicourso river. These vexatious 
acts' nre probably intended to worry 
England into ceding Gambia to France. 

Constantinople, Sept. 9. — The 
Russian admiral has prevailed on Prince 
Niketa of Montenegro to withdraw his 
pecuniary claim for dispatching troops 
to Dulciguo and to do whatever the 
powers advised in tho matter. The 
porte, pending receipt of further dis- 
patches from Rizia Pasha, withdrew a: 
the last moment, the note announcing 
that: the-Al'janians.hnd agreed to the 
cession of Dulciguo. 

London, Sept". 9. -The express train 
from Glasgow to Greenock came into 
collision with a freight train last night. 
Three persons were killed and IS in- 
jured. 

Paris, Sept. 8. — Orders were sent 
yesterday to Toulouse for two frigates 
and one dispatch vessel to proceed to 
Ragusa. 

Berlin, Sept. ( J.--Ir is reported 
here that the agreement between Bis- 
marck and Baron von Haymerle is in- 
tended to lead to ah alliance between 
Germany, Austria and Roumania. The 
latter to be raised to tho rank of a 
kingdom and its integrity and its inde- 
pendence to bo guaranteed by Germany 
and Austria, thus blocking Russia's 
land routo to tho Balkan. peninsula. 

Constantinople Sept. 8. 7 -The mur- 
derers of Dr. Parson's, ah American 
missionary, have arrived here and will 
be tried speedily. The sultan has 
promised every satisfaction. 

Berlin, Sept, 9. — Tho whole of the 
army corps is concentrated hero for a 
grand 1'ianuftver next week. Tho bands 
of the corps numbering 1300 musicians 
will play to-night by torchlight before 
the palace of the emperor. To-morrow 
the emporor will review the corps on 
tho Temple HalfroJd. On Monday the 
imperial guard will parade on the same 
ground before the emperor ami then 
manuevers will begin in earnest. It is 
thought that they will not last long 
this year. 

Paris, Sept, 9. — A waterspout at 
Puy destroyed threo houses and caused 
much other damage. It is feared that 
several persons were killed. 

Paris, Sept. 8.— Cardinal Guibort, 
archbishop of Paris, has received from 
nearly all the religious confraternities 
their adhesion to the compromise de- 
claration. It is believed that none of 
the confraternities will withhold their 
consent. 

Bucharest, Sent 8. — Intelligence 
has been received that Bulgaria will in 
October declare her 'independence.

this section was the fire which swept 
through a, portion of this village on 
Monday carrying ruin and death in its 
track both to man and boast. Brush 
fires have been numerous for some time 
and little attention given them. High 
wind on Monday fanned tho flames 
until tho inhabitants at about 6 o'clock 
saw with dismay a wall of flames como 
towards them with a steady sweep as 
fast as a man could run, swallowing up 
everything in its course. By 4 o'clock 
the tirst farm houso had been reached, 
and the fire ran along rail fences, burn- 
ing grain and the wind sent the spnrks 
in all directions. So quickly was 
ouo farm house and then another en. 
velopcd that men, women and children 
had barely time to escape out of its 
lino. As night drew on the flames in- 
creased in volume, while the wind 
rosoand after a space about twelve 
miles in length and threo or four in 
width had been traversed tho eye rested 
on nothing but roaring flames. Families 
came flying into the villago shivering 
in scanty dress; children shrieked in 
their terror, cattle ran belter skelter 
and many were burned to death. For- 
est after forest was swopt away and 
smoke and flames w>'i» in one compact 
volume some sixty milos long, and 
measured as far as the eyo could see as 
to width. From St. Helena, St. Ger- 
main, St. Guillrums and other roads 
came fugitives, in some instances com- 
pelled to abandon vehicles and tako to 
horses' backs. Men were obliged to 
throw away their coats in order to save 
their lives. House after house and barns 
filled with tho best crops known for 
years were licked up, and when the 
fugitives were all counted it was found 
there were 1 1 persons missing. The 
following persons were burned to death: 
Pierre Currier, aged 81; Joseph Cur- 
rier, aged '28; Telesphore Currier, aged 
16. Xavicr Boysis is not expected to 
survive his injuries. It is certain that 
some 75 families have been burned out 
respresenting nearly 150 persons. It iB 
feared that the loss of life will bo much 
greater. 

EASTERN STATES. 
Chicago, Sept. 9. — Tho Times says:

Knapp of Utica, on .Monday night, 
walked out on Coat Island bridge but a 
few feet from the "Canada Lady," and 
coolly divested himself of coat, vest, 
culF buttons, watch and chain, which 
he packed up neatly. He then wrote a 
noto asking that they be expressed to 
Mr. Esraay at Utica, tbon drew a re- 
volver, fired into his right temple and 
leaped into the rapids. A lady saw 
him sink, and managed to give an 
alarm. Ho had been waiting at the In- 
ternational hotel for a dispatch, which 
came ten minutes after he left.

New York, Sept. 9. — A Lire broke 
out at midnight last night on the north 
side, of Manhattan Market, which occu- 
pied the block extending from Eleventh 
avenue to North river, and between 
34th ami 35th streets.

PTXLL SUCCESS OP THE SCHEME. 



English, rxonoh and American Capi- 
talists form a Company. ■ 

, ... London, Sept 9.— Sir John A. Mac- 
donald and other Canadian government 
i commissioners have been successful, tho 
financial arrangement for the Canadian 
Pacific railway having been concluded 
'this afternoon. Tho contract is taken 
jointly by a banking firm in London, a 

• ""French financial association and a firm of 

financiers in New York. Tho contract- 
ing parties will receive from tho Cana- 
dian Government a certain number of 
millions sterling in cash or its equivalent 
to be provided by tho issue of Canadian 
government bonds, not backed, however, 
by imperial guarantee, and a certain num- 
ber of millions acres land. In considera- 
tion of these grants tho contracting par- 
ties undertake to form a company to be 
called the Canadian Pacific Railway Co. , 
,: which shall construct and work tho lino in 
perpetuity. The government furthermore 
gives to the contracting parties in addi- 
tion to tho surveys made the whole of the 
line thus far built, Tho cost of tho items 
is put between £5,000,000 and £0,000,000. 

Nkw York, Sept. 10.— The completion 
of the Canadian Pacific railroad has been 
for some time the subject of negotiation in 
London. A recent dispatch announces 
that negotiations had been closed succeas- 
. fully — that a syndicate of English and 
French capitalists had been formed which 
would insure tho building of tho railroad. 
This announcement is said to be prema- 
ture by those who are likely to know the 
progress of the deliberations." Dispatches 
received in this city to-day give the names 
of Morton, Ross & Co. , of London, tho 
associate general of Paris, and tho bank 
of Montreal, as members of the syndicate 
Levi P. Morton, of Morton, Blair & Co., 
said ho did not understand that negotia- 
tions were closed. His friends in Eng- 
land had boon considering the merits of 
the prospects but there was no positive 
result yet received so far as he had been 
informed. Walter Watson the Now York 

• agent of the bank of Montreal said the 
bank was likely to take part in the com- 
pletion of the road, but ho had not boon 
informed as to tho details, or that any 
positive arrangoment had been made. If 
thene arrangements had boon perfected ho 
would doubtless bo informed of tho 
ticulaVs at an early day. Ho expressed* 
no doubt of tho early completion of the

Ono Hundroi ana Forty Livos Sup- 
posed to bo Lost. 

London, Sept. 9. — A terrible col- 
liery explosion occurred at 2 o'clock 
this morning at Seaham pit, in Dur- 
ham county, on the north seam. At tho 
tiuio of the explosion 250 men were in 
tho pit and from that time up to 11 
o'clock all efforts to reach them proved 
unsuccessful 

A dispatch from Seaham colliery this 
evening announces that 10 men who 
were working in the two upper seams 
of coal have been found safe and well. 
Some of them volunteered and are help- 
ing to rescue thoir comrades who are 
70 fathoms lower. ITp to C o'clock a 
total of 57 men hud been rescued, tho 
majority in an exhausted condition. 
Many thousands of pooplearo crowding 
around the mouth of tht pit. Tho 
guiding marks in tho pit wore blown to 
pieces, and explorers consequently find 
thoir work very difficult. They will 
keep at it all night in hopes of clearing 
a way into tho shaft by morning. So 
far there is no sign of fire, but it is 
evident that there must be a large ac- 
cumulation of gas. Ono hundred and 
fifty mon arc still in the pit. 

A dispatch just received from Sea- 
ham colliery says that the rescued now, 
number GO; but it is feared that thero 
wore 230 men in the pit at the time of 
the explosion. Two corpses were brought 
to tho surfaco at midnight, oneof which 
was badly burned. 

"> a. m. — It is thought that tho ex- 
plosion originated in the lower seam, 
and that ga.s was driven over the fur- 
nace. Explorers for a time had to Bus- 
pond the work of bringing up surviv- 
ors in consequence of the stables being 
on fire. One woman dropped dead on 
hearing of the death of hor brother in 
the pit. A store room has been cleared 
for tho reception of corpsos. The lat- 
est published telegram from the inspect- 
or of miners dated from Seaham at 9 
o'clock last evening says: "Fifty-nine 
men have been rescued and 130 are 
yet to bo accounted for. Explosions 
Lave been stopped in consequence of 
fire in two inLdlc seams. Great anx- 
iety is felt for those still in the pit. 
There is plenty of assistance, with a re- 
lay of workers every four houra." It 
would appear from tho above dispatch 
from the inspector that there has been 
a later outbreak of firo in the mine. 

It is now probably that the dead at 
Seaham number 130 or 110. There arc- 
some corpses in the lower seams which 
are supposed to be lying a mile from the 
shaft. The air is so foul thero that 
it is thought impossible that any can 
have survived. 

A dispatch from Seaham at noun 
says that the fire occasions anxiety, as 
many of explorers are in the pit, Vagu

Fout ■ 
hundred horses wero in the mine. The 
bodies recovered aro frightfully dis- 
figured, and some aro buried so deep in 
the debris that they may never be 
found. The fires are continually inter- 
rupting the work of recovery. 

English Mail.
